unpleasant habit of withdrawing into 
their shells wht* work is required of 
them.

the very adaptable peach, 
But the 
cool desserts are not necessarily of 
fruits. The junket, chocolate and cof­ 
fee, and even the nut. and cocoanut 
ice creams, are delicious. 
The ginger 
with lemon and other fruits, for sher­ 
bet. is being used more and more and 
is returning as a summer drink, per- 


j haps for the same reason that the 
| men in the hayfield drank the cool­ 
ing compound of ginger, molasses and 
water and found it more lastingly re­ 
freshing than anything else. 
It Is really great fun to experiment 
with these things. 
The proof of the 
pudding, however, is in the eating.

Statistics Show That Convictions Due 


to Liquor Has Increased 


Considerably. 


Criminal statistics for the yeslr end­ 
ed September, 1906, have just been 
Issued by the census bureau at Otta­ 
wa. 
They look somewhat antiquated 
now*, but as they are the latest avail­ 
able, some of the facts given are still 
of 
Interest. 
The 
figures 
deal sep­ 
arably with indictable offences and 
summary convictions, the latter refer­ 
ring to cases disposed of by justices 
of the peace. 
British Columbia, Mani­ 
toba and Ontario show a crime record 
remarkable figures relate to the mari­ 
time provinces, where the Scott act is 
in force in most counties, but especi­ 
ally Prince Edward island, the 
only 
province in the dominion with pro­ 
vincial prohibition. 
Ontario’s crime 
ratio for 
10.000 
of the 
population 
shows a gradual increase: 
1897-1900, 
12.94; 1900-1905, 13.38; 190€, 15.89. 
Of the total number of persons con­ 
victed during the five-year period end­ 
ing with 1905 there was an average of 
56 per cent, who used liquor moder­ 
ately and 33 per cent, who were Im­ 
moderate drinkers. 
For the second 
period ending with 1905 there was an 
average of 60 per cenL moderate and 
28 immoderate drinkers, as compared 
with 57 per cent. moderate and 23 per 
cent, moderate drinkers for 1906. The 
balance of the IOO in each period were 
either nondrinkers or not given. 
Dealing with summary convictions, 
which are for offences such as as­ 
saults, breaches of the peace, infrac­ 
tions of various laws, such as liquor 
license act, etc., and such other of­ 
fences as vagrancy, drunkenness, and 
disorderly conduct, the report states 
that the number of summary convic­ 
tions 
has 
increased 
considerably 
throughout the several provinces dur­ 
ing the last five years. 
During the years ending with I90n, 
drunkenness represented about 35 per 
cent, of the total summary convictions, 
as compared with 40 pel' cent, tor the 
year 1906. Out of the total number of 
persons convicted 
for drunkenness, 
female offenders represented 8.87 per 
cent, for the ten years ending with 
1905, as against 5.10 per cent, for the 
year 1906. 
Taking the year 1906, the following 
table shows the percentage of convic­ 
tions fob drunkenness of each prov­ 
ince. with the percentage of popula­ 
tion of the provinces;

Citizens cf Edinburgh 
Congratulate 
Themselves on Satisfactory Re­ 
port of Chief Constable. 


Edinburgh people are congratula­ 
ting themselves on the satisfactory 
nature of the report just issued 
by 
Hie chief constable for the city for 
the year 1909. 
It shows that during 
that year arrests 
for 
drunkenness, 
crime and disorders of all kinds were 
fewer than they have been since re­ 
liable 
statistics of this kind 
have 
been kept by the authorities. 
The total number of persons 
ar­ 
rested for all kinds of offenses, drunk­ 
enness included, was 13,411 in 1909, 
as compared with 15,279 in 1908, a de­ 
crease of 1,8C8. 
That 
the 
poorer 
people in Edinburgh seem to be get­ 
ting more sober is shown by 
the 
fact that whereas In 1908 the num­ 
ber of persons arrested 
for 
being 
drunk and incapable, drunk and dis­ 
orderly, or drunk in charge of chil­ 
dren or vehicles w’as 7,331, the num­ 
ber last year fell to 5,521, a decrease 
of 1,810. 
Much speculation has been indulged 
In as to the causes which have led 
to this welcome decrease of drunken­ 
ness in Edinburgh and it may be said 
that 
the 
same 
decrease has been 
noted in other large towns in 
the 
country. 
The extra duty on spirits 
imposed by the budget was undoubt­ 
edly, as the chancellor of the 
ex­ 
chequer now knows to his cost, fol­ 
lowed by an almost immediate de­ 
crease in the consumption of whisky.

G O LD EN TEX T:-—Tho Son of m an can e not to ae m inistered unto, 
but to m inister and to give his life a ran so m for m a n y .—M att. 20: 28. 


This lesson may I e summed up in 
tw o great truths, His humiliation and 
His compassion for the blind. 
Both 
.Tames aud John aud their m other were 
as truly blind as the blind men by the 
wayside, though not in the sam e m eas­ 
ure or in the sam e way, 
The men by 
the wayside wore blind to things tem ­ 
poral. the others in a great m easure to 
things eternal. 
Again for the third or 
fourth time Jesus, on His way to Je­ 
rusalem for the last time, predicts His 
death and resurrection, events widch 
were ever before Him, for He was set 
ap art for this before tile foundation of 
the world (I I ‘et. i. 20). 
Both in t he 
law. the prophets and the psalms it 
was m any times predicted and typified j 
of Him from the time when Ile Him- I 
self provided redemption clothing for 
Adam and Eve by the shedding of 
blood (Hen. iii. 21). Aud a fte r His resur­ 
rection He specially opened These very 
Scriptures to Ills disciples (I.uke xxiv. 
25-27, 44-48). But until the Spirit carne 
a t Pentecost to dwell in them they did 
not seem able to receive tile teaching. 
It is one thing to have the Lord Jesus 
Christ as our teacher, and “W ho teach- 
eth like H im ?” (Joli xxxvi, 22), b ut it 
is necessary to have His Holy Spirit 
in us in order th a t tin' truth m ay grasp 
us in power and be lived out in us. 
W e m ust rem em ber th a t the sufferings 
precede the glory, but if w i suffer 
wit Ii Him we shall be glorified togeth­ 
er. 
The g reater part of this lesson is 
found iii M atthew and Mark, but the 
first portion, which we are now con­ 
sidering, is found iii Luke also. 
The 
account by Mark is the most full, and 
he tells us that the disciples were 
amazed and afraid. We also will often 
be amazed ami afraid ut m any things 
unless filled with and tau g h t by tho 
Spirit. 
I,uke says 
thcj’ 
understood 
none of these things (Luke xviii, 34). 
Tile request of Jam es and John, ei­ 
ther directly or through their mother. 
or both, th a t they might sit on His 
right and left hand in His kingdom 
led to His question. “Are ye able to 
drink of tile cup and be baptized with 
the baptism ?” 
“Yes,” they saki, “we 
are able.” 
Poor hum anity! H ow little 
w e understand it! 
Things heavenly 
are so fa r beyond us, and things e a rth ­ 
ly are too much for us. and as to our 
own hearts they are deceitful and des­ 
perately wicked. 
B ut Ile who knows 
us thoroughly loves us iii spite of all 
our weakness ami wickedness and is 
able and willing to make new crea­ 
tures of us if we will but let Him. 
Again He teaches th a t hum ility is true 
greatness and that even He, “the Son 
of Man. came not to ho ministered 
unto. but to minister, and to give His 


' life a ransom f ir rn in; " (vers * 28). 
It 
is written in Psalnf xlix, (>. 7. "They 
I th at trust iii their wealth and boast 
j themselves iii the m ultitude of their 
riches—none 
of them 
can 
by 
any 
I means redeem his brother, nor give to 
I God a ransom for him.” 
But it is also 
: w ritten in Jo b xxxiii, 24, “ Deliver him 


J from going dow n to the pit; I have 
found a ransom .” An i again in I Tim. 
ii, 5, 0, "The man Christ Jesus gave 
H im self a ransom for all, to be testi­ 
fied iii due time.” 
His great atone­ 
m ent is sufficient for the whole world, 
but it becomes efficient only for those 
who truly receive Him. 
It is only He 
th a t hath the Son who hath life. 
Iii order th a t Ile might become a 
ransom for our sins Ile humbled H im ­ 
self from heaven, from the glory which 
Ile laid with the Father before the 
world was. to Bethlehem and Naza­ 
reth and (J et Ii se rn a ne aud Calvary. He 
who had no sin and knew no sin hum ­ 
bled H im self to bear our sins and suf­ 
fer fur them in our stead. 
He was 
made sin for us th at we might he 
made the righteousness of God in Him 
(II Cor. v. 21). 
We can w rite it. read 
it, talk about it, but we cannot com- I 
prebend it. 
Ile does not ask us to. 
but H e does ask us so to believe it 
that we shall In gratitude to Him live 
a life of ministry unto Him in w hat­ 
ever way Ile may appoint—not think­ 
ing anything of ourselves or seeking 
anything for ourselves, but living ju st 
to show Him to others by a life of 
loving ministry. 
According to 
M atthew He healed 
two blind men as He departed from 
Jericho, and Mark gives the nam e of 
one as Bart miaous. 
M atthew ’s two in­ 
cluded M ark's one. so there is no dis­ 
crepancy in these accounts.* Luke says 
in chapter xviii. 35-43. th at H e healed a 
blind man as He entered Jericho and 
then adds in xix, I. that Ile entered 
and passed through Jericho, visiting 
the home of Zaccheus as Ile passed 
through. 
It seems plain, then, that He 
healed three blind men. one as Ile en­ 
tered Jericho and two as Ile left it, 
going on tow ard Jerusalem . 
There is 
nothing here to reconcile, but ju st 
room fur simple faith and gratitude 
that three instead of one were so bless­ 
ed and that Zaccheus was saved as lit* 
passed through.

tion I have seen it in today m ust have 
a heart of stone. 
I will have to inflict 
the severest punishm ent known under 
the law for the neglect of this baby, 
and both of you are to serve 180 days 
in prison and pay a fine of $500.”

These words ended one of the most 
pathetic cases ever tried in the juve­ 
nile court, and before the trial had 
progressed very far nearly everyone 
in the courtroom was in tears. 
Charged with brutally beating an 
eigh teen-months-old 
baby 
until 
the 
little one was unable to stand and 
cried pitifully when it was touched any 
* place on its sore body, M atthew and 
Marie Jones, 2920 East Twenty-sixth 
street, received this sentence in the 
court. 
Mrs. Marie Jones is the stepm other 
of the child. 
She m arried Matthew 
Jones last June, when they went to 
K entucky to get married, and left the 
baby in the care of a neighbor. 
At 
this time Mrs. Jones told the neighbor 
that she did not want to be bothered 
with the child and unless Mr. Jones 
got rid of it she would refuse to live 
with him. 
According to th e m other 
the father beat the baby one night to 
m ake it go to sleep and the next m orn­ 
ing when she showed him the m arks 
he had made, he said he was sorry 
and that he would never do it again. 
! 
On several occasions Mrs. Jones 
would leave the baby alone in the 
house and be away from home nearly 
all day. 
The testimony of a little girl 
thirteen years old who lives next to 
where the Jones family lived, touched 
the hearts of the courtroom full of of­ 
ficers and visitors, and had most of 
them sobbing when the court said that 
he had heard enough. 
She testified 
that on several occasions when she 
was in her back yard she would see 
' Mrs. Jones pick up a yardstick and 
strike the baby five or six times across 
1 its little body and face. 
At other 
times, Mrs. Jones would seize the 
child by the hair and give it several 
blows in the face with her hand. 
I 
One neighbor testified that one day 
when she was visiting Mrs. Jones the 
baby started to cry, and that Mrs. 
Jones took a razor strop and started 
to beat the child with it. 
W hen the 
neighbor asked Mrs. Jones is she was 
in the habit of beating the child with 
the strop, she replied that she would 
beat it until she wore it out unless it 
stopped crying. 
On another occasion 
Mrs. Jones took the baby, and, be­ 
cause it would not stand up, she seized 
it by the arm s and knocked it down 
upon the floor five times. 
It did not take Judge Stubbs long 
after several w itnesses had given their 
testim ony to decide that both of the 
parents were guilty of neglecting the 
baby, and with a wave of his hand, he 
ordered them to be locked up without 
giving them a chance to testify in 
their own behalf. 
The baby was given 
into the hands of one of the neighbors 
until proper disposition can be m ade 
of it.
